Transportation, take over and op- 
erate the 239-mile line, with the 
aid of the armed forces, if neces- 
sary. 

Eastman promptly . appointed 
John W. Barriger, former St. 
Louisan, associate director of the 
ODT railroad transport division, 
as Federal] manager of the road, 
Barriger prepared to leave for 
Peoria, with instructions to rein- 
state, “with certain exceptions,” 
all strikers, Eastman said. 

The President's order seizing the 
Toad marked the first time he had 
used ‘his powers to seize private 
property sinée the United States 
entered the war. His order said: 
that continued operation of the 
toad, which by-passes Chicago 
with transcontinental freight, was 
essential to the “suocessful prose- 
cution of the war.” 

Long Series of Ex 

The action climaxed a long se- 
ries of exchanges between the War 
Labor Board and the President, on 
the one hand, and George McNear 
dr. president of the T. P. & W.

Six Survivors From Tor- 
pedoed Passenger Vessel 
Reach Port—Two Amer- 
ican Merchaptmen Also 
Sent Down. 


NEW YORK, March 21 (AP).— 
With depth charges and machine 
gun fire, an American bomber de- 
stroyed an Axis submarine off the 
Eastern United States coast, Lieut. 
Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commander 
of the eastern army forces, dis- 
closed tonight. 

After depth charges had scored 
two direct hits on the conning 
tower, the plane pilot reported 
“the submarine was a clay pigeon

an oil well.” 

“Destruction of the submarine 
was complete,” Gen. Drum gaid. 
“The sea was covered with oil and 
debris. It is considered improha- 
ble that theré could have been any 
survivors.” 

Four depth charges were 
dropped by the bomber, which 
spotted the submarine from about 
two miles away while the plane 
was bound home. 

Honduran Ship Sunk. 

This announcement followed the 
disclosure of the torpedo-sinking 
of a Honduran passenger liner on 
March 16 off the New Jersey 
coast with a probable loss of 44 
lives. Six survivors reached here 
Thursday. 

Earlier two other sinkings were 
announced. One a large merchant 
ship in which four lives were lost 
was revealed at Charleston, S. C. 
The other, also a merchant ship, 
was announced at Norfolk. Two 
were listed as missing. 

Made Four Runs Over Sub. 

In the American bomber’s de- 
struction of the Axis submarine, 
Second Lieut. E. H.. Epperson of 
Scott City, Kan., the bomber’s pi- 
lot, said: 

“We could see the conning tow- 
er clear of the water. We made 
four runs over the submarine, and 
dropped one depth charge on each 
run, The first two were direct 
hits on the conning tower. 

“Crippled by the first hit, the 
submarine was a clay pigeon for 
the following runs. The third 
blast was a ‘short,’ the fourth was 
an ‘over’ (a near miss). 

“Complete Destruction.”

The Downing street announcement 
didn’t say so, but left the tmplica- 
tion this communication had been 
delayed. 

In‘a’ final communication to 
Churchill, the Australian official 
gave assurances that “your per- 
sonal part in ghis matter is above 
reproach and I have no coinplaint 
whatever.” ’ 

“You said that the matter was 
personal to Casey,” he went on. 
“I told Casey wishes of Australian 
Government to make no change, 
but said we would not press him 
to remain in service in Australia.

Menzies Was Suggested, 

In the earlier exchanges, after 
Curtin had “demurred” at Ca- 
sey’s leaving Washington, Church- 
ill suggested that Casey be re- 
placed by Robert G. Menzies, who 
headed an Australian coalition 
government before Curtin, a La- 
borite, took over the Government 
leadership. 

“T will venture to court your re- 
buke by asking whether Menzies, 
with his great distinction and suc- 
cess when passing through Ameri- 
ca, might not fill the gap caused 
by Casey . leaving Washington,” 
Churchill cabled -Curtin on 
March 13. 

Selection Was Surprise. 
The Curtin-Churchil] controversy 
burst wide open last Thursday 
when Churchill made the surprise 
announcement that Casey had 
been appointed to the Cairo post, 
marking the first time in history 
that a non-Briton had been made 
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Curtin immediately made known 
his displeasure, making it clear he 
would have preferred to have had 
Casey remain in Washington, and 
that the appointment had been 
made only over his objection.’ 

Curt cables were exchanged be- 
tween the Prime Ministers last 
Thursday and Friday after Curtin 
stated Thursday that “it is the 
wish of the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment not to make any change 
in the Australian diplomatic repre- 
sentation in Washington.” 

“I cannot reconcile your public 
statement as reported here with 
your telegram of the fourteenth,” 
messaged Churchill Thursday, re- 
ferring to a cable he had received 
from Curtin on March 14 stating

of Evatts’ (Herbert B. Evatt, Aus 
tralian Minister of External Af- 
fairs) almost due arrival in Wash- 
ington, we greatly hope. Casey will 
be there as that conjunction is in- 
valuable. This is the full extent 
of our demurer.” 

Threatened to Quote Cable. 

When Churchill received that 
cable he replied to Curtin the 
same day “.. . will now telegraph 
to Casey. Of course he can wait 
to discuss everything with Evatt.” 

Churchill first mentioned the. 
proposed appointment to Curtin 
two days before, on March 12, 
Downing street disclosed, and Cur- 
tin was reported to have replied 
“ .. all things considered, proba- 
bly it would be in the interests of 
us al] if the approach were not 
made at this juncture.” 

Then the British Prime Minister 
asked Curtin to reconsider his “de- 
murer” and Curtin replied on 
March 14. 

Churchill on March 19 threat- 
ened to quote Curtin’s March 14 
cable and Curtin replied asking 
for the first four cables exchanged 
to be cabled. 

Yesterday Churchill cabled that

Establishment of _Division- 
al Headquarters for 
Technical Training Force 
Reported Permanent. 


The Adult Study Center, for- 
merly the old Mary ‘Institute, at 
Lake and Waterman avenues, has

War time may reduce next win- 
ter’s peak load of electrical power 
produced by the Union Electric 
system by about 20,000 kilowatts. 
or slightly less than 8 per cent. 
company officers told a Posi- 
‘ Dispatch reporter yesterday, but 
the reduction in aggregate kilowatt 
hour output is likely to be less 
than % of 1 per cent. 

An immediate effect of war time 
has been the shift of the peak load 
from late afternoon to morning, 
the officers said, in announcing 
results of a survey by company en- 
gineers to determine if war time 
conserves electricity. 

“On some ‘days during the three- 
week study,” a spokesman said, 
“there was some indication that 
war time was reducing our peak 
loak by 10,000 kilowatts, but on 
other days there was no discernible 
change. In a few instances, the 
peak seemed to be higher than it 
would have been before war time.” 

Too Many Variables. 

Variable factors, including 
weather conditions and growing 
and fluctuating industrial load, 
made the charting of daily load 
curves difficult, the spokesman 
added, emphasizing that these va- 
riables made inconclusive any_esti- 
mate about savings of power that 
might be effected by war time. 

To devise a chart showing the 
shift in hourly peak loads, the en- 
gineers selected Tuesday, Feb. 10, 
the day after war time took effect, 
for comparison with Tuesday, Feb. 
8, before clocks were advanced one 
hour. These two days were re- 
garded as similar in weather con- 
ditions and other variables. 

On Feb. 3, the day’s peak load of 
slightly more than 575,000 kilowatts 


was reached at 6 p. m., in contrast 
to the forenoon’s peak load of 
slightly less than 550,000 kilowatts 
at 10 o’clock. On Feb. 10, however, 
a peak load of 575,000 kilowatts 
was maintained from 9 a. m. to 11 
a. m,, with the 6 p. m. load well 
below 500,000 kilowatts. 

The engineers also plotted a 
load curve on what they believe 
might have happened between. 4 
p. m. and 7:80 p. m. on Feb. 10, if 
war time had not been in effect. 
The projection indicated the peak 
might have been about 10,000 kilo- 
watts higher. These load curves 
reflect the living habits of persons 
living in St. Louis, St. Louis Coun- 
ty and six neighboring counties. 

High atg9 A.M, 

From /2:30 to 4:30 o'clock in the 
morning community activity and, 
consequently, power demand, are 
at lowest ebb. By 5 o'clock the 
early risers are turning on their 
lights, and the load begins to rise 
sharply. The commercial and in- 
dustrial loads begin coming on be- 
fore the residential load tapers off 
to bring the demand on the system 
to a high at 9 a. m. (war time). 

The curve remains almost con- 
stant until noontime inactivity, 
when it dips to the 7 a. m.-8 a. m. 
level. The curve climbs again in 
the early afternoon, then recedes, 
and climbs back again to an eve- 
ning peak at 8 o’clock (war time). 
Then it drops almost as rapidly as 
it had risen in the early morning.

|VALOR OF IGNORANCE | 
By HOMER LEA . 


—A 


F trance of San Pedro Har- 
bor possess (in 1909) no in- 
trinsic or relative Importance as 
regards the defense of Los An- 
geles. They belong, not to the land 
defenses of this region, but to 
the naval, and their erection pre- 
supposes the presence of an ac- 
tive fleet in these waters. San 
Pedro may be made a naval base, 
but beyond that it possesses no 
defensive value whatsoever. The 
purpose of such fortifications are 
specific—the defense of the har- 


bor itself, or a fleet based upon 


it. The sphere of actual defense 
belonging to such fortifications is 
determined by a semicircel, the 
radii of which are the effective 
range of their guns. : 

Modern harbor fortifications are 
not self-defensive, Their protec- 
tion depends upon either a fleet 
of sufficient strength to prevent 
the transportation and landing of 
the enemy’s forces, or mobile 
armies able to prevent the enemy 
from gaining a foothold on any 
portion of the coast, whether ad- 
jacent to or distant from the forti- 
fications to be attacked. 

We have already shown the im- 
possibility of naval defense for the 
Pacific coast whenever the Ameri- 
can Navy is in the Atlantic prior 
to the beginning of hostilities, or 


, whenever the American fleets in 


the Pacific are inferior to the en- 
tire Japanese Navy. The fortifica- 
tion of San Pedro presupposes & 
navy many times larger than at 
present; the size of the fleets in 
the Pacific, and their efficiency, 
being determined by Japanese 
naval development. 


Calls Forts Use'ess. 


Fortifications at San Pedro, 
without a fleet relatively as strong 
as that of the enemy, are useless. 
As Los Angeles is the objective 
point, landings will be made upon 
the closest available seaboard. And 
in a military sense San Pedro is 
twice as far from Los Angeles 
as Santa Monica Bay. This _har- 
bor, moreover, is so contracted 
that the danger of submarine 
mines and torpedoes would, under 
a licircumstances, prohibit its utili- 
zation by the Japanese until the 
harbor itself and the surrounding 
country passed into their control. 
Santa Monica Bay, on the other 
hand, gives a free seaboard of over 
twenty miles in extent—adjacent 
to the environs of Los Angeles. 

So long as this city forms the ob- 
jective of invading armies. their 
forces will not, under any circum- 
stances, land within 20 miles 
of San Pedro Harbor, and the forts 
at that point must, regardless of 
their strength, capitulate whenever 
Los Angeles is seized. To hold 
these proposed fortifications 
against a land attack would re- 


quire as great an army as might, | 


in the beginning, delay the in- 
vasion of Southern California. 
Once an enemy gains the shores 
of Santa Monica Bay, San Pedro 


must, owing to the peculiar topo- 


* 


graphical features of the peninsula, 
either fall to an inferior force or 
be defended on a continuous front 
of a number of miles, 


Hills Dominate Port. 


Extending across the San Pedro 
peninsula almost east and west 
is a range of ‘barren hills, similar 
to those north of Port Arthur, 
with an irregular crest exceeding 
a thousand feet in height and near- 
ly 12 miles in length. Sixteen 
hundred yards north of the pro- 
posed fortifications “the contour 
rises to 280 feet; at 3000 yards the 
elevation is 500 feet; at 5000 yards 
the elevation increases to 900 feet; 
while at 6500 yards is the crest of 
the ridge, 1400 feet above the pro- 
posed batteries. : 

This ridge continues. westward 
to Santa Monica Bay, so that any 
attack upon the forts defending 
San Pedro gwould be by that bay, 


the enemy moving eastward and’ 


occupying this range of hills, Once 
these heights are seized the har- 
bor and forts would be rendered 
untenable. The base of an at- 
tack on San Pedro is identical 
with that of an advance on Los 
Angeles—the Bay of Santa Monica. 


As the whole of Southern Calli- 
fornia will pass into the hands of 
an invading force once Los An- 
geles is occupied, all means em- 
ployed for the defense of this re- 
gion must be directed toward the 
security of this city, its environs 
and communications. 


So extensive is the seaboard by 
which Los Angeles can be at- 
tacked, and so close is the city 
to the sea, that the only means— 
once command of the sea is lost— 
which can insure it from capture 
is to prepare before war system- 
atically and thoroughly’ such 
means for the defense of the en- 
tire seaboard by mobile armies as 


modern warfare demands.  Iso- 


lated fortifications, small and in- 
efficient forces, will not only not 
hinder nor even delay the con- 
quest of this region a single day, 
but will, on the other hand, result 
in useless destruction of life and 
devastation of the country. 


Political Weakness. 


At this stage the nation is 
brought face to face with the weak- 
ness inherent in republican forms 
of government during war — the 
supremacy of popular control over 
military movements. 


With the seizure of the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii and Alaska, the ex-

Iowan Praises Army Morale. 

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
—Morale of the United States sol- 
diers is “improving every day” 
and is excellent at this time, Rep- 
resentative Martin (Rep.), Iowa, 
member of the Army Personnel, 
Materiel and Procurement Prob- 
lems Subcommittee of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, de- 
clared today.

Heavy Fire at Houston. 


A portward maneuver executed 
by the entire battle line, after the 
wounded Exeter turned out—with 
six of its eight boilers disabled and 
14 of its crew dead, and its speed 
cut from 25 to 16 knots—enabled 
the destroyers to improve their po- 
sition to a better disposal by Deoor- 
man. 

Japanese cruisers and seaplane 
spotters had been directing their 
fire since 4:22 p. m. while the en- 
tire fleet had been under obser- 
vation by a single-pontooned sea- 
plane since 9:52 o'clock that 
morning when the United States 
cruiser Houston used anti-aircraft 
guns against a Japanese scout. 
Now the Houston was under fire, 
closely directed from the air, 
about one salvo in four strad- 
dling her. 

At 4:48 p. m. the Houston fired 
at a spotter plane and. 10 minutes 
later, torpedoes and submarine 
periscopes began to be seen. Ap- 
parently the Japanese admiral had 
used air reconnaissance to pre- 
pare a chain of submarines. 


Japs Fire Torpedoes. 

After the Dutch destroyer, Kor- 
tenaer, sank, at 5:15 p. m., the 
enemy torpedo attack from sub- 
marines was intensified. Two 
minutes afterward one American 
destroyer was barely missed by 
a torpedo which then “surfaced.” 

At 5:31 o’clock a submarine was 
seen on the portside and four 
minutes later another American 
destroyer, through the alertness of 
a young lieutenant then conning, 
was enabled to miss by 25 yards 
the deadly thread of white. Nine 
minutes after the Exeter was hit, 
at 5:31, the wounded cruiser was 
escorted from the line by destroy-

At 6:16 
Deoorman’s blinker signaled, “Cov- 
er my retirement” and, closing the 
range to about. eight miles, the en- 
tire flotilla of American destroyers 
made two runs, one each from 
starboard and port. 

By 6:27 the last torpedoes had 
been sent coursing across the chop- 
py sea. Some must have hit the 
mark because, above the smoke 
lying generally over the water, two 
columns climbed perpendicularly 
above where the enemy battle line 
had been. At 6:31 Deoorman sig- 
naled, “Follow me,” but the pant- 
ing destroyers now were able to 
give the cruiser little help. All their 
terpedoes were expended and their 
fuel gauges through the long sweep 
were low and they«were unable.te. 
keep up the sizzling pace set by the 
cruiser. After signaling, “Tor- 
pedoes expended,” they «urned to 
Soerabaja. 

The problem of refueling there 
was that the Japanese raids were 
incessant and every time bombers 
were announced overhead it was 
necessary to disengage the fuel 
hoses and scatter to sea.

Lived to Write About It. 

Cadet Robert Edward O'Neil 
brought the plane in and lived to 
write home about it. His father, 
F. Edward O’Neil, president of the 
Fulton Iron Works, got the letter 
last week—a breath-taking account 
of an adventure which might Mave 


ended in disaster, but didn’t, 


“The one thing that kept run- 
ning through my mind,” young 
O’Neil wrote, “was what an odd 
name is Cornelius Warmerdam, the 
pole vaulter.” 

It happened on the afternoon of 
March 6. Cadet O’Neil had been 
out on a formation training flight, 
dnd was dropping down to the run- 
way to bring his plane home when 
ithe slipstream of the ship ahead 
‘of him forced his plane down and 
it scraped a sand dune, jamming 
the right landing gear back into 
the fuselage, and puncturing the 
right gas tank. 
| Called Control Tower. 

“Well,” he wrote, “I threw on 
the gun and didn’t attempt to land, 
but circled the field, I called the 
control tower and got the bad news 
in the earphones. ‘Circle the field 
at 1000 and Lieut. Outlaw will be 
up to inspect your plane.’ 

“The tower called again and 
tasked if I had 15 minutes of fuel 
left. I had punctured the right 
fuel tank. I drew a deep breath 
and switched over to the left tank. 
When I opened my eyes it read 
FULL. 

“Well, with one barrier hurdled 
I decided to go to work on the 
wheels. First I tried to pull them 
up but no dice. I tried working 
the hydraulic hand pump after 
pulling the emergency landing gear 
release, but the pump handle of- 
fered about as much resistance as 
a three-year-old bedroom shade. If 
that wasn’t enough, some oil start- 
ed leaking some place and drops 
splattered on the windshield and 
on my goggles. Had to keep wip- 
‘ing them from time to time but 
the leak stopped shortly.

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
-~Between April 1 and June 30, 
most blanket priority ratings will 
be revoked or allowed to expire, 
the War Production Board an- 


nounced today. 
Companies iow using them will 


be brought under the WPB produc- 
tion requirements plan, which re- 
quires a firm to apply for priority 
aid covering all of its estimated 
materials requirements over a 
three months’ period. The priority 
ratings then are assigned on a 
basis of each company’s import- 


ance in the war effort or in main- 
taining an essential civilian econ- 
omy. 

The charige over to ““PRP” has 
been underway gradually since last 
December. Its wider use will give 
WPEB still tighter control over dis- 
tribution of scarce materials. Of-* 
ficials explained that the increas- 
ing pressure of war materials re- 
quirements had made continued 
use of blanket preference ratings 
impractical. 

Under “PRP,” the ratings may 
be employed only in obtaining a 
specified quantity of materials or 
products. 

WPB officials have directed the 
WPB plumbing and heating 
branch to curtail non-essential 
plumbing and heating production, 
it was learned today.

The prime objective of the rejuvenated 
Klan in the Detroit area is to get control 
of union labor—especially to get control 
of the powerful United Automobile Work- 
ers’ Union of the CIO. 

Now that the members of the UAW, 
through the conversion of the automobile 
industry, have gone or are going on the 
war production assembly line, the Klan’s 
campaign has taken on new significance 
—and new danger—for the union and the 
public. 

Formerly, as victims of Klan terrorism 
in the South can testify, the organization fol- 
lowed a strong anti-union line. Today, at 

least in the industrial North, the Klan ac- 
cepts unionism and tells its members to’ 
“bore from within” to wrest leadership from 
the “Reds” —a trick borrowed from the Com- 
munists themselves. 


Not Dominant Anywhere 

But Has Some Footholds. 

Though there is no-evidence that the 
Klan has won dominant influence in any 
of the locals of the UAW, it has undoubtedly 
got a foothold in some of them. Officers 
of the union recognize it as a disruptive ele- 
ment which, if unchecked, would produce 


pconfusion and disunity seriously damaging 


to the war effort. The Klan wears a cloak 
of “100 per cent Americanism,” but its 
preachments, now as° formerly, are of the 
stuff of fascism.

“The Klan on the contrary seeks to 
disunite American workers. It seeks 
to set religion against religion, race 
against race, color against color, creed 
against creed and political affiliation 
against political affiliation. 

“No more fundamentally un-Ameri- 
can and anti-union organization than 
the Klan could be found in this eoun- 
try. The Klan’s constant endeavor is 
to disrupt, where the union seeks to 
unite. The Klan sows the seeds of 
mutual hostility, bigotry and racial 
strife. 

“Both before and since the outbreak 
of the war against the Axis there has 
been evidence that Nazi agents are 
working through such undercover 
groups as the Klan. They have no 
place in the UAW or in its parent or- 
ganization, the CIO.

Another article in the same issue de- 
veloped the same thought:

In recent months, the secrecy surrounding 
the Klan has been intensified, so that it is 
not clear at present whether or not these 
classes are still being held. 

Last October, while the Klan was operat. 
ing comparatively in the open, a member- 
‘ship campaign was started in Detroit. James 
A. Colescott of Atlanta, the Imperial Wizard 
—a f6érmer veterinarian; chunky, bald, 
florid—was there and gave out interviews. 
Colescott confirmed the report that the 
Klan was conducting classes in parliamen- 
tary law in order, as he said, that Klans- 
men should be able to “present challenges 
to Communism on the floor of local meet- 
ings.” The Klan, he declared, had gained 
‘a very powerful representation” in the 
local unions, and he was in Detroit to direct 
its “boring from within” tacties designed 
to clean out the Communist elements. 

The Detroit campaign followed the tenth 
biennial “Imperial Klonvokation” of the 
order at Atlanta, in June, at which it was 
voted to launch a “million-dollar Americani-

Enthusiastic Claims 
Of Progress in Detroit. 


The Michigan phase of the “Klonvoka- 
tion’s’”  Americanization program was 
launched by the Imperial Wizard, who was © 
accompanied on his rounds by the State 
Grand Dragon, at-a banquet in Detroit and 
a meeting in Pontiac on Oct. 19. - The cam- 
paign was glowingly reported in the “Fiery 
Cross” for December, 1941, under the ban- 
ner headlines: ‘“‘Michigan Leading the Way 
—Detroit Tops Nation in Klan Aetivity.” 
An article told of a prominently located 
“large cream-colored building” where the 
K'an had its Detroit headquarters, and con- 
tinued in the same vein: 

“From mid-morning until far into the 
night Klanspeople are going in and .out 
working to make effective the program of 
the Ku Klux Klan. There is a name on a 
large sign in front of the building. It is 
not the name of the KKK, but it serves 
the purpose for which it is intended. 

“It may truly be said that the Detroit 
Klan is a 24-hour seven-day-a-week working 
organization.

To Wipe Out Tax-Exempt Securities. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ‘ 
* MST business men want to end tax- 
- .@xempt securities. In wartime we 
must all bear the tax burden according 
to our abilities. The great estates and 
institutions can no longer escape their 
share of the burden. 

How to abolish the securities, though, 
without a gross breach of contract? 
Plainly some indirect attack must be 
made, if we want to avoid the bitter 
controversy that was precipitated by the 
Government’s repudiation of gold pay- 
ments on its gold bonds. I offer, there- 
fore, the following suggestions: 

1. Invite all tax-exempt security own- 
ers to turn in their bonds, on or before 
a specified date, in exchange for a spe- 
cial series of taxable defense bonds, giv- 
ing and taking at a fair market value. 

2. After the period of exchange, Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks will cease accepting 
tax-exempt securities as collateral 
against loans. 

3. The banks will neither buy nor sell 
such securities, either on their own ac- 
count or on a client’s. 

4. Security exchanges will likewise 
cease trading in these bonds and will 
cease quoting them. 

5 A special sales tax will be imposed 
upon all séturities not turned in under 
the original offer of trade. This tax will 
start somewhere around 4 per cent and 
will rise progressively each succeeding 
year to some peak, say around 10 per 
cent. 

The merits of some such program are: 

a. Bond holders have a fair chance to 
prove their loyalty and willingness to 
carry their share of the war burden, 

b. If they wish to hold to the letter 
of the bond, they may do so. 

c. The Government withdraws all sup- 
plemental and non-obligatory services 
that facilitate trading and the borrowing 
of funds with and through the tax- 
exempt securities. 

a. We exercise our indubitable right to 
levy whatever sales tax we like upon any 
commodity we like, and for any reason 
we like, too. A broad sales tax of 8 per 
cent or more on consumer goods, as 
lately proposed by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, might well be 
supplemented by one on these undesira- 
ble securities, without raising any legal 
issue whatsoever. If the poor are going 
to be taxed for the bare necessities of 
life, why not tax rich people for the 
privilege of tax-dodging through these 
securities?

It is sad to be told that there are in this crisis 
men who do not realize that their own paramount 
interests must be, first of all, the interests of the 
nation. This runs counter to the basic philosophy 
which brought the dollar-a-year men to Washington 
—the idea that business men are capable of placing 
their knowledge and ability freely at the disposal 
of the Government. | 

Donald M. Nelson has made. light of the charges 


which led to Guthrie’s resignation, While asking for | 


an investigation, he expressed the belief that they 
were largely personal matters. Guthrie, on the other 
hand, declared that if Nelson only knew the extent 
to which his insistence on all-out effort is being im- 
peded, the WPB chief would do just what he did. 

Guthrie told the committee Friday of the alloca- 
tion of aluminum for civilian radio sets and of. 
nylon for women's stockings, although thé Army Air 
Corps was clamoring for every last bit of these 
materials. He also told how his recommendations 
for the conservation of wool were resisted. 

Not only were there “serious delays in planning 
textile production to meet the expanded require- 
ments of armies of still larger size than the present 
one,” but there was also a “total failure to plan the 
use of the remaining capacity of the industry in 
such a way as to secure the supplies of the most 
essential civilian goods.” Efforts to change this, he 
said,-met with “open hostility and insubordination.” 

Tire-nursing Americans have learned, in the case 
of rubber, what a lack of planning can mean, They 
certainly will be skeptical at a blithe dependence on 
Australia for wool. Guthrie’s view of things is sure 
to be much more to their liking. : 

“My theory is that you can't be hanged for having 
too much for the military. forces,” he said, “but 
you could be hanged for ‘having too little.” | 

Guthrie’s ‘testimony, of course, is only. one side 
of the story. There must be a clear and speedy deter-: 
mination of the facts. Let us have all the names, 
and the dates, and the specific allegations. Let’s get 
down to cases. We cannot afford kid gloves and the 
white gardenia in the button-hole. -We cannot af- 
ford courtesy, compromise and hush-hush.,

undreds of lives were saved at Pearl Harbor by 
the use of dried plasma, obtained from blood given

The St. Louis Civil Service Commission releases 
today its first report on the work which it is doing 
for the city. To read it is to be impressed with

The commission was organized Oct. 17. This: 
means it is barely five months old, In this short 
period, the commissioners have determined the 
body’s status under the amendment; worked out a 
procedure for making it a recognized part of the city 
government; obtained independent legal counsel;

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AS TO ADULTERATING MEAT. 
~The Board of Aldermen performed its clear duty 
Friday when it enacted a new ordinance to stiffen 
the regulations pertaining to the use of artificial 
preservatives and coloring matter in meats.

But here the consumer must be given 
the benefit of the doubt, Even if there were no risk, 
to health involved--and there definitely ig—the cus- 
tomer is entitled to protection against a practice 
which ‘tricks him into buying stale meat under the 
impression that it is fresh.

Americans 
do not need to be told that the 55 men at 
Philadelphia would never have reached an 
agreement if they had been compelled to

Constitution is accommodation. It is a 
balance in which there must be give and 
take. If that’ process ig public, the parties 
are bound to be concerned more with the 
attitude of their supporters and its effect on 
their reputation than upon the agreement 
which is their central task.

It is a minor point but a relevant one that 
Sir Stafford Cripps has staked his reputa- 
tion on the qutcome of these discussions. If 
he is successful, nothing can prevent him 
from being, Mr: Churchill apart, the out- 
standing figure in British politics; he de- 
fines himself as the next Prime Minister. 

If he fails, he is likely to lose all, because 
there is no organized party behind him to 
keep from being dissipated very rapidly the 
almost mythological reputation he has built 
up since his return from Moscow. In this 
cage, he becomes just one more in the Jong 
succession of able men who have broken

Indian rejationg on a permanent footing. 

We must not underestimate his difficul- 
ties. The simple formula of majority rule 
ig not applicable to the Indian situation.

He has first and foremost to con- 
vince politically minded India that we are 
as honest in.our recognition that, in Dis- 
raeli’s phrase, the keys of India can. no 
longer remain in London, as we have been 
to Mr. de Valera that we have 
no desire to dominate the national life of 
Hire. I have no doubt at all that this is 
the conviction today of the overwhelming 
majority of Englishmen. ey realize fully 
that a sullen India is a danger’*and not an 
advantage to our future. , 

His second task is to persuade the differ- 
ent Indian: communities to discover terms 
upon which a unified British India can grow 
into a habit of mutual trust. He has to 
make, that is, a provisional accommoda- 
tion, out of which the will to a final settle- 
ment based on the inescapable unity of 
India emerges from the minds and hearts 
of the Indians themselves.. 

Today, as I think, that fs probably the 
hardest part of his job; hardest use the 
minority problem in India is as delicate and 
as complicated as it has ever been in 
Europe, And third, he has to make-the 
Princes, some of whom dispose of territo- 
ries as big as small European countries 
like Poland and Belgium, to pass at a step 
from their present phase of quasi-feudal 
despotism into that atmosphere of consti- 
tutionalism which alone befits the idea of a 
self-governing India; 70,000,000 subjects 
of the states cannot be left to the untender 
mercies of men many of whom still live 
with one foot in the Ritz Hotel and the 
other in the fourteenth century. 

I do not venture to predict the outcome. 
I do know that whatever courage and pa- 
tience and a deep sense of justice can do, 
Stafford Cripps will do. ‘

investigation have proceeded with 
intensity and measurable results which have 
attended the collection of ballads and fok 
songs in virtually every part of Ameri 
And few forms are so rich in pure entertal» 
ment, as can be testified by those who wert 
fortunate enough to hear Mrs. May Ker 
nedy McCord, the “Hillbilly Heartbeats’ 
columnist of Springfield, Mo., play and sing 
Ozark ballads at a recent meeting of the 
Missouri Historical Society. 

Thanks to these four books and othe 
which have preceded them onto the musical 
folklore shelf, much of the balladry whid 
Americans have sung in years past is n 
part of the nation’s readily accessible liter 
ture. All are co-operative enterprises; tht 
editors freely acknowledge debts to hur 
dreds of persons. The notable collection @ 
Dr. Belden, University of Missouri professor, 
was started 39 years ago, when a student

The house is held in the name of 
three . trustees, Charles J. Spare, 
John Hosmer and Thompsie C. Na- 
tions. Spare was an investigator 
on the staff of former Prosecutor 
Duncan C. McCrea of Wayne Coun- 
ty, who was ousted from his of- 
fice for graft in 1940 and convicted 
in 1941. Spare’s activity as a Klux- 
er—he was the Grand Kiailiff of 
Michigan at one time—caused him 
to become known as “Nightgown 
Charlie.” His name figured several 
years ago in the investigation of 
the notorious Black Legion, a ter- 
rorist Kian offshoot which was 
found responsible for several mur- 
ders. 

Hosmer at one time was a deputy 
sheriff. It came out in 1938, when 
the police inquired into an alleged 
plot to throw stench bombs into a 
political meeting, that Spare, who. 


‘was arrested as a suspect, had been 


with Hosmer at a meeting of the 
“Forest Social Club” at 89 West 
Forest. Nothing came of the 
stench bomb charge and Spare was 
freed. The episode, however, con- 
firmed the belief of reporters at 
that time that 89 West Forest was 
the headquarters of the revived 


n, 
Some Grounds for Alarm. 

Now the Klan’s story of huge 
gains among the industrial workers 
of Detroit, like its description of the 
“large cream-colored building on 
West Forest,” needs to be taken 
with a grain of salt, but the es- 
tablished facts are sufficient to 
warrant the alarm which has been 
expressed by some. union leaders. 

There was an ugly riot three 
weeks ago when Negro tenants 
tried to move into Detroit’s “So- 
journer Truth” housing project, 
which had been designated by the 
Federal Government for Negro oc- 
cupancy. Vans carrying the 
movers’ goods were met by a 
crowd of 500 or more whites from 
the neighborhood, with women and 
children in front. Bricks, clubs 
and knives were used in the ensu- 
ing fights between Negroes and 
whites, and a score of persons 
were sent to hospital. More than 
a hundred persons, nearly all of 
them Negroes, were arrested. The 
effort to get the Negroes into the 
new 200-family housing unit was 
temporarily abandoned, and a 
Federal grand jury at Detroit 
went to work on charges, among 
others, that the Klan had a hand 
in the rioting. Klan participa- 
tion is strongly suggested by the 
fact that a cross was burned in 
the vicinity the night before. 

Ford Local No. 600 of the UAW 
adopted a resolution on March 4 
charging that the Klan had at- 
tempted to foment race riots at 
the “Sojourner Truth” project and 
calling upon the Federal Govern- 
ment, through the F. B. IL, to 
investigate. 

Ammunition for Axis. 

It is being pointed out in union 
circles that the “Sojourner Truth” 
incident hag made effective am- 
munition for Axis propagandists, 
home-bred and others, who have 
been telling Negroes that their 
destiny lies in association with 
another colored race—the Japa- 
nese. Significance is seen in the 
fact that four Negroes recently 
refused to accept proffered ap- 
pointments as air raid wardens in 
their communities. 

A few years ago there was in 
Detroit a Japanese agitator named 
Takahashi, or Naka Nakani, who 
married a Negro woman and at- 
tained considerable influence 
among her race. Takahashi was 
said by the F. B. I. at the time 
to have been sent to this country 
for the express purpose of incit- 
ing Negroes to take sides with the 
Japanese against the whites. He 
was arrested by the F. B. I. for 
illegal entry and sent to the Fed- 
eral prison at Leavenworth. On 
his release last month he was 
again placed under detention by 
the F. B, I. Takahashi planted 
seeds of disaffection which may 
now be bearing fruit. 

The charge of growing Klan in- 
filtration in the locals of the 
United Automobile Workers came 
dramatically into the open last 
month in an election campaign in 
the large Packard Local 190. A 
word is in order as to the UAW 
locals. One might think of them 
as uniformly small bodies of 
workers, but in many cases their 
membership rung into the thou- 
sands. Ford Local 600 is the larg- 
est, with 83,000 members; West 
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1,000, and s0 on. 
-190 has a membership of 
and the reputation of being 
of the most faction-ridden of 
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put out a special edition of the 
Packard local’s newspaper attack- 
ing the Klan. The newspaper fea- 
tured, in facsimile, a letter from 
George F. Addes, international 
secretary-treasurer of the United 
Automobile Workers, to Curt Mur- 
dock, running for re-election as 
president of the Packard Local. 
Addes said he had information that 
the K K K was preparing to 
‘launch a disruptive campaign in 
the union” and warned -Murdock 
and his fellow local officers to be 
on guard. Addes pointed out that 
the union was on record “as utterly 
opposed to all such organizations 
as the Ku Klux Klan, which we 
have reason to believe is playing a 
subversive role in the defense in- 
dustry.” He added that “the K K 
K is growing steadily more active 
ina number of locals and definitely 
is a menace that must be fought.” 


The Packard special edition def- 
initely linked the Klan with the 
Coughlinites. Murdock wrote: 


“We are meeting with great 
success in realizing the Program 
for Victory here in Packard. 
However, we must admit that 
there has been a marriage of ele- 
ments who would stand in the 
way of that program. 

“We would not do service to 
the membership if we did not 
have the courage tg expose these 
elements here and now. We 
charge the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Coughlin elements in the 
plant with being directly respon- 
sible for sabotaging the Victory 
program and with inciting divi- 
sion in our ranks among those 
gullible enough to listen to their 
vicious propaganda.” 

“Funds From Unknown Sources.” 


The paper said that the Klan, 
“liberally supplied with funds from 
unknown sources,” had concen- 
trated its efforts on a number of 
plants in Detroit, including, 
notably, Packard, Briggs, Dodge 
Truck, Chrysler and Ford. 


From other sources, the writer 
gained the same information ag to 
the local unions in which the Klan 
had made the most progress. 

James Lindahl, recording secre- 
tary of the Packard Local and 
editor of its paper, a candidate 
with Murdock for re-election, re- 
called in an article the joint meet- 
ing of the German-American Bund 
and a delegation of robed Klians- 
men at the Bund’s hangout at 
Camp Nordland, N. J., in August, 
1940. There was an all-day rally, 
with speakers denouncing the war, 
Roosevelt, Jews, Negroes and the, 
press. The Klan wound up the 
ceremony with the burning of a 
large cross. 

“If the Kian is so patriotic,” 
wrote Lindahl in an address to his 
fellow-workers, “why did it hold 
a joint rally with the Nazi Bund 
at the Nazi camp in New Jersey? 

“Colescott,” he continued, “claims 
to be for the union. Why did the 
Klan fight the organization of the 
Ford Motor Company by the C I 
O? Why does the Kian tar-and- 
feather C I O organizers in the 
South? Why has the Klan posted 
warnings throughout the South: 
‘C I O STAY OUT! The Kian 
Rides Again’? : 

“Make no mistake! The issue to- 
day is C I O or Ku Klux Klan. 
There is no room for both.” 

Indications of “ - 

Asked about the charge that the 
Klan had “sabotaged” the plant's 
victory program, Lindahl said that 
the purchase of defense bonds and 
stamps was very small per man in 
the Packard departments “under 
Klan influence” and that likewise 
these departments had contributed 
proportionately little to the UAW’s 
fund to buy a bomber for the 
United Nations, He charged the 
Klan also with attempts to pre 
vent the promotion of Negro work- 
ers, and seconded reports given the 
writer that a considerable number 
of Klansmen—the estimates ranged 
to over 100—sat as delegates in the 
last annual convention of the UAW 
at Buffalo. Other UAW officials 
interviewed by the writer thought 
that the Kian representation at 
Buffalo, among the more than 600

As to the Packard election, some 
UAW spokesmen, while admitting 
potential danger from Klan infil- 
tration, thought that Murdock and 
Lindahl had exaggerated the men- 
ace for their campaign purposes. 
They were re-elected by a narrow 
margin over a‘ “conservative,” not 
a Kian, ticket. A candidate who 
was said to have Kian indorse- 
ment, but who denied connection 
with the Klan, received only a 
handful of votes. 


More Smoke Than Fire. 


It seems clear that the smoke 
from the Klan issue at Packard 
was out of propcrtion to the fire, 
but clear also that fire was present 
which the welfare of labor tnion- 
ism demanded should be stamped 
out, Addes, the international of- 
ficer who lent his aid to the Mur- 
dock ticket, spoke from an ex- 
tensive observation of Kian tactics 
and the conviction that labor 
union officials, in their own inter- 
est and the larger interest of na- 
tional defense, are in duty bound 
to hit hard at all efforts of the 
Klan to find lodgment in the 
unions, (A statement by Addes 
will be found on Page 1 of this sec- 
tion in a box with this article.) 


R. J. Thomas, president of the 
UAW, took note last October of 
Imperial Wizard Colescott’s state- 
ment that he had come to Detroit 
to help the Klan rid the UAW of 
Communist elements. 


“Efforts of the Klan to inject 
itself into our local unions,” said 
Thomas, “should be resisted to the 
utmost by our membership and 
officers, 

“The UAW-CIO does not need 
the assistance of Imperial Wizard 
Colescott or any of his deluded 
followers. We have as little use 
for Communism ag we have for the 
Ku Klux Klan. Colescott’s charge 
that the ‘CIO is in Communist 
hands’ is merely the stock-in-trade 
of his racket. 


“The UAW will not tolerate Cole- 
scott and his associated bigots, 
who, if they had their way, would 
divide our nation and our union 
into warring religious groups.” 

At about the same time, the 
Ford National Council of the 
UAW, speaking for 130,000 mem- 
bers, and the Michigan CIO State 
Executive Board denounced the 
Klan and warned labor to be on 
guard against it. 

“Protocols of Elders of Zion.” 

In its effort to stir up hatred of 


the Jews, the Klan last year, from) 


its Atlanta headquarters, began the 
republication, in pamphlet form, of 
the series of articles which ap- 
peared in 1920 and following years 
in the Dearborn Independent, 
Henry Ford's paper—a series which, 
incidentally, became and still is an 
important weapon in the anti- 
Semitic propaganda locker of Hit- 
ler. There were 96 of these arti- 
cles, and after their serial publica- 


‘tion they were gathered together 


in a book entitled “The Interna- 
tional Jew.” The theme of the at- 
tack on the Jews was derived from 
the discredited “Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion,” which purported 
to show that “international Jewry” 
was seeking to conquer and en- 
slave the world. In 1907, Ford is- 
sued a long retraction and apology 
to the Jews, saying that he deemed 
it his “duty as an honorable man 
to make amends for the wrong 
done to the Jews as fellowmen and 
brothers, by asking their forgive- 
ness for the harm I have uninten- 
tionally committed.” This repu- 
diation did not prevent the con- 
tinued wholesale distribution _ of 
“The International Jew” by anti- 
Semitic organizations. 


After the Klan began the repub- 
lication of the articles, strong pro- 
tests went to Ford, with the result 
that in January of this year he 
issued a statement referring to his 
retraction of 1927 and condemning 
anti-Semitism in unqualified terms.

“Michigan Labor Leader’s” article. 
The correctness of this at no point 
was disputed. The article had told 
in detail about the military ter- 
minology used in the Klan’s new 
drive for members, and about the 
effort of the Kian to organize 
Catholics, Jews and Negroes into 
“a sort of auxiliary.” The only 
thing in the Catholic paper’s arti- 
cle that the Klan objected to, ap- 
parently, was the label of “chump” 
placed on any worker who might 
be gulled by the Klan’s new tech- 
nique. 


Letter to the Faithful. 


Perhaps as good a way as any to 
round out this somewhat discursive 
survey of the Klan’s attempt to 
come back is to quote from a let- 
ter circularized to “faithful and 
esteemed” Kiansmen by the “Grand 
Dragon of the Realm of Michigan.” 
The letter, after reporting “in- 
creased strength” for the Klan in 
the South, tells of a visit then 
about to be paid the faithful of 
Michigan by the Imperial Wizard. 
Klansmen are urged to “get in 
and pitch at this invitational meet- 
ing.” 

“We have secured the services of 
the Grand Dragon of the State of 
Indiana as the speaker at this meet- 
ing,” the letter proceeds. “He is 
one of the finest orators in Amer- 
ica, and you can rest assured that 
if you get a man to this meeting, 
the speaker will Klux him.” 

Such is the Klan in its more 
amusing aspect. The other and 
sinister aspect is nowhere better 
known than in Detroit—Detroit 
which has had its infamous Black 
Legionnaires; ité crooks in office 
with the aid of Klan votes; its 
large. dose of the demagoguery 
which makes for racial and reli- 
gious strife and now for sabotage 
of the defense effort; its recent 
provocative burning of a cross and 
the race rioting that followed. De- 
troit knows all about the Klan. If 
it offers, in spots, an apparently 
fertile field for the effort of the 
Klan to “klux” the labor unions, it 
offers also a series of horrible ex- 
amples which have put the respon- 
sible labor union leaders on watch.

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
— Representative Eliot (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, told the House 
Committee on accounts today that 
a “curious relationship” existed 
between the Ku Klux Klan and the 
Dies Committee. 

In a letter to Chairman Cochran 
(Dem.), Missouri, of the Accounts 
Committee, Eliot said that it ap- 
peared that an announcement by 
Representative Dies (Dem.), Texas, 
that the’Ku Klux Klan would be 
investigated was “suggested by the 
‘Imperial Wizard’ of the Ku Klux 
Klan itself.” 

He said the Imperial Wizard ap- 
peared voluntarily before the Dies 
Committee Jan. 26, and that within 
a few hours two things happened: 

1. “Mr. Dies announced an im- 
pending ‘investigation’ of the Klan. 

2. “The ‘Imperial Wizard’ dis- 
patched a message to all the ‘king 
kleagles’ ordering them to support 
the resolution extending the life of 
the Dies Committee.” 

“Was this just a coincidence?” 
asked Eliot. “Or was it agreed be- 
tween the chairman of the Dies 
Committee and the ‘Imperial Wiz- 
ard’ of the Ku Klux Kian that 
the promised investigation would 
just whitewash the Klan? 

“The Ku Klux Klan is a danger- 
ous un-American activity.

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PORK PRICE CEILINGS 
IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Restrictions on Wholesale 
Trade to Be Maintained 
for 60 Days. 


CHICAGO, March 21 (AP).— 


Major meat packing concerns have 
completed arrangements to begin 
wholesale pork-selling ‘ operations 
Monday under the temporary ceil- 
ing order invoked by the Office of 
Price Administration earlier in the 
month. 

Packing officials met with rep- 
resentatives of the OPA to com- 
plete details for the program and 
to discuss possible establishment 
of permanent ceilings on whole 
sale meats at a later date. 

The temporary ceilings apply to 
approximately 90 per cent of the 
various pork products sold in the 
wholesale trade and will prevail 
for a 60-day period. It is under- 
stood OPA officials would like to 
make a permanent program effec- 
tive at the end of that period. 
The ceilings to be placed in ef- 
fect will be equal to the highest 
wholesale price charged for pork 
during the period March 3 to 
March 7. Since that period the 
average price of live hogs has ad- 
vanced more than 20 cents per 100 
pounds to $13.45 and the top 
has risen about that much to 
$13.60. Wholesale pork cuts, 
however, have shown a vary- 
ing trend, Hams are about a 
cent higher than they were on. 
March 3, but fresh pork loins are 
off as much as 2 cents. 

The price ceiling on pork is ex- 
pected by livestock men to be a 
steadying influence in both the 
retail trade and live market. They 
said packers would be unable to 
raise pork prices above ceiling 
levels and, therefore, would not be 
willing to increase payments for 
live hogs. At the same time it 
will be necessary for them to 
maintain volume of hog-slaughter- 
ing in order to meet increased 
consumer demand to provide lease-

HE story has not yet been told 

on the screen of the Palace 

Theater that can compare with 
the one unfolded in its balcony the 
afternoon of Feb. 24. 


The principal characters were a 


boy and a girl, both 17. They were 
sitting off to one side. No one paid 
any attention to them. On the 
screen a murder mystery, “Sealed 
Lips,” was beginning. The boy 
put his arm around the girl. She 
snuggled close to him. He kissed 
her. A few seconds later she was 
sprawled in the aisle dead, a bullet 
in her heart. , 
While the photoplay ground on, 
@ police guard was set up around 
the theater to catch the murderer. 
But he eluded them. For hours the 


‘body of the girl lay in the morgue 


unidentified. : 

She was a pretty girl. Fresh, 
clean and lithesome. Her clothes 
were ordinary—sweater and skirt, 
babushka and saddle shoes—the 
“uniform” of high school girls the 
country over. She might have been 
anyone, and all night long worried 
mothers pattered up to see the 
body and turned away with relief 
when they discovered it was not 


‘their daughter. 


It wasn’t long, however, until 
one of the visitors did not turn 
away, and the girl was identified 
as Dorothy Broz, daughter of a 
suburban auto mechanic. A few 
hours later, Clarence McDonald, 
her best beau and fellow student 
at Morton High School, was tum- 
bled from bed at his sister’s home 
and the mystery was solved. 

“I killed her because I didn’t 
want anyone else to have her,” 
Clarence said, 

Last week Clarence pleaded not 
guilty when arraigned before Chief 
Justice Robert Jerome Dunne in 
Criminal] Court. His attorneys have 
indicated they will plead insanity. 

When police and psychiatrists 
tried to get into the whys and 
wherefores of his mad and dra- 
matic action, they found Clarence 
to be almost an average high 
school boy with dn obsession for 

g to the movies. After he 
killed his sweetheart at the Palace, 
Clarence went to his neighborhood 
cinema to see “The Chocolate Sol- 
dier” and “Suspicion.” 

This was the second tragedy in 
the lives of the McDonalds. Virgil 
McDonald, the boy’s father; hanged 
himself in a police station Sept. 3, 
1936. Clarence’s mother, since re- 
married, blames her son’s plight 
on his dead father. 

“He (Clarence) was taunted,” 
she said, “by a relative who re- 
peatedly told him: ‘Your father 
was insane and killed himself. 
Some day you will be insane, too.’ 
The tragedy was always thrown 
up to Clarence. It was a long time 
before he was told what happened 
to his father. His life was all 
mixed up and he couldn’t under- 
stand what happened, . 

“He was full of hate and ange 
and it grew in him until he had 
to get it out some way. He picked 
murder. I don’t think his rela- 
tionship with Dorothy had the 
causes of murder in it. He may 
think so now, but I don’t.” 

Dorothy and Clarence met at 
big, sprawling Morton High School 
about a year ago and, according to 
schoolmates, fell in love. Their 
courtship followed the pattern of 
most high school romances. They'd 
meet after school to go to a movie 
or to a bowling alley. They spent 
matiy hours together in an ice 
cream: parlor near the school where 
all the students gathered. It was 
here, police were told, that Clar- 
ence had first exhibited his gun.

She was sitting 
at my right, I pulled her over and 
kissed her, and at the same time 
took out my gun and held it 
against her heart. I’m left-handed 
and it was easy.

Dorothy knew he had his gun 
with him, Clarence said, because 
she felt it when they had em- 
braced earlier and she demanded 
that he give her the gun to hold, 
He quieted her with a kiss. 

After he shot her he ran from 
the theater and went home where 
he burned all his pictures for a 
reason he can’t explain. Then he 
went to another show with a friend 
and finally showed up at his sis- 
ter’s home to spend the night. It 
was there the police found him,

blurted out: “All right, I killed 
her.” 

Tying him. down to a motive 
was harder.

She didn’t have a lot 
of dates. But she was terribly 
popular at school. All the boys 
were after her. I was afraid she'd 
never marry me. 

“She told me about a year ago,” 
he continued, “that we could 
eventually be married.

She said she planned to become 
a business secretary, too. After 
she did all these things, she said, 
we could be married.

On his way 
back to jail after the re-enact- 
ment, he revealed that he had 
planned to kill himself by. jump- 


ing off the balcony, but that he 
had been watched too closely. 


The next day his demeanor 
changed. He said he hoped he’d 
get the electric chair, that life 
without Dorothy wasn’t important, 


The case naturally caused great - 


excitement among the students at 
Morton High School.

Psychiatrists have had their in- 
nings with the boy, too, Dr. Franz 
Alexander, head of the Institute 
of Psychoanalysis, said: “While it 
is impossible to make a definite 
statement without a personal inter- 
view it is obvious we are dealing 
here with a sick boy. There are 
all the problems of adolescence in 
an exaggerated form—the sense of 
inferiority, of insecurity and the 
wish to grow up and marry a girl 
and appear as. an important man.” 

Dr. Paul L. Schroeder, head of 
the Institute of Juvenile Research, 
said: “There are enough disturb- 
ances in his background to ex- 
plain a highly neurotic person. 
From his actions after his arrest 
it appears he is either dulled in 
his sensitivities or indulging in 
bravado.” 


Dr. William H. Haines of Cook 
County’s behavior clinic reported 
to the court that Clarence is sane.. 
The boy was not co-operative and 
refused to answer questions, Haines 
said, but was observed at some 
length in his cell. 

The State’s Attorney’s office said 
they would fight any attempt to 
prove the boy is insane.

Reports That Hitler's Health Is 
Bad Are Based on Truth, Asserts 
» Author—One Famous Specialist Has 
Operated on Fuehrer Three Times.

ANY stories of Hitler's {1 

ja health have been circulated 

around the world. Never a 

week passes without a foreign 

newspaper printing prominently 

an “authoritative” tale of Hitler’s 
illness, physical or mental. 


_ These stories infuriate the 
Fuehrer almost as much as the 
foreign cartoons. They are more 
irritating to him because they are 
all based on truth, 

Hitler’s health is very bad. I 
do not pretend to be able to re- 
veal guaranteed accurate informa- 
tion about it, because the subject 
is one which the Fuehrer keeps 


from even his closest associates. 


The only other people who could 
tell the whole story are the famous 
German heart and throat specialist, 
Prof. Sauerbruch, who has oper- 
ated on Hitler three times, Prof. 
Knoll, the great Berlin physician, 
who is the Fuehrer’s permanent 
doctor, and Prof. Henry Steinmetz, 


Many other specialists of many 
capitals have been to Berchtes- 
gaden, But all have kept their 
secret well. . 


But I can reveal one or two 
facts which I gleaned from Frank 
Wrabel, Hitler’s valet, and Elsa 
Holzfahn, the assistant housekeep- 
er, who enjoys the confidence of 
Paula Hitler, the Fuehrer’s sister. 


Hitler’s heart has caused great 
anxiety. His throat. has been at- 
tacked by a cancerous growth. 

When Prof. Sauerbruch operated 
on Hitler the first time it was 
announced that he had removed a 
polypus from the right vocal chord. 
It was not announced that a sec- 
ond and a third operation were 
necessary within a short time. 
Stories of voice strain due to over- 
speaking in public could not ac- 
count for this. The story I was 
told by Elsa Holzfahn could ac- 
count for it. 


She told me that in removing a 
cancerous growth from the vocal 
chord the chord was destroyed and 
that an artificial chord made from 
strips of the Fuehrer’s own skin 
was grafted into the throat to 
replace it. 

It is now believed that the 
cancer danger has been removed 
and that Sauerbruch’s brilliant op- 
eration saved the Fuehrer’s voice, 
though it can never be anything 
but hoarse and harsh in the future. 

I do know that Sauerbrucn 
wanted to call in the Viennese 
Surgeon Professor Neumann, who 
operated on the Duke of Windsor, 
but that the Fuehrer refused to 
permit this because Neumann is 
a Jew. The Fuehrer is extremely 
susceptible to colds, and it was 
for this reason that his own .spe- 
cialist wanted to call in the Vien- 
nese, apart from the vocal chord 
trouble. 

At one period the Fuehrer’s 
heart was constantly letting him 
down. He would have to rest for 
days at a time, doing nothing, 
often when he had tasks of the 
greatest urgency. He has what is 
called a tired heart, and the great 
strain he continually puts upon 
it is the despair of Professor 
Knoll, 

Frequently, when he should rest 
and refuses to do so, the doctors 
resort to injections of stimulants, 
sometimes several times a day. 
These .are temporary measures 
which are actually doing him 
harm, but there is no other way 
out, 

Bouts of illness always make 
the Fuehrer gloomy and angry. It 
is always hard on his. colleagues 
at these times. He is also likely 
to refer to his approaching end 
in public speeches, though he does 
not seem to be afraid of dying. 

One thing he cannot bear is 
sickness in others. He has no pa- 
tience with it and will never see 
anyone who is ill, even a close 
friend. Signs of illness at Berch- 
tesgaden must be rigorously kept 
from his sight, 

He has little respect for his own 
doctors and tréats Knoll like a 
waiter. Perhaps it is that in the 
presence of such men that he 
loses that great sense of being a 
superman and feels that he is 
helpless in their hands. His treat- 
ment of the doctors by way of ‘re- 
venge’ is not explicable in any 
other way. 

There is one amusing example 
of his childishness in this respect. 
Whenever he has to take medi- 
cine or to be injected with any 
substance he insists on the doctors 


taking the medicine or submitting 
to the needle themselves first. 

He also seems to find amuse- 
ment in setting the doctors to 
work on his friends. 

He enrages Goering by insisting 
that he shall submit to diet and 
weight-reducing cures. These 
rarely have any effect on the great 
Hermann (probably because he 
breaks the rules on the sly, for he 
is a great gourmet and wine- 
bibber), and Hitler will then taunt 
the medicos with their inability. 

Hitler has all the average man’s 
horror of the dentist, and he is un- 
fortunately quite often in that in- 
dividual’s hands. His dentist is 
the Berlin expert Hartenstein. He 
has great difficulty with the au- 
gust patient, who screams with 
pain like any little boy when an 
extraction hurts a little. Yet Hit- 


ler will not have gas. He id terri- ~ 


fied of anaesthetics. Only for a 
very serious operation would he 
permit it. 

It is little known that the Fueh- 
rer has eight false teeth and has 
a number of gold fillings. 
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NOTHER aspect of the Fuehr- 
Aes life which provides scope 

for fantastic stories all over 
the world is his employment of 
doubles to appear for him in pub- 
lic on suitable occasions. 

There are three Hitler doubles. 
No one but the Gestapo, who, with 
amazing efficiency, found them, 
know their names. i 

At close quarters, it is quite 
simple to differentiate between 
them, but when they are dressed 
in Hitler clothes and touched up 
by makeup experts it is impossible 
to tell them from the Fuehrer at 
20 yards’ distance. Only one of 
these men, however, has a voice 
like Hitler. In his case a natural 
similarity was carefully developed 
until he was trained to make short 
speeches in the Fuehrer’s stead on 
unimportant occasions. 

One of the doubles is always at 
Berchtesgaden, another at Munich 
and the third in Berlin, ready to 
proceed to any part of Germany 
or Austria at a moment's notice. 

The chief task of the doubles is 
to stand in for the Fuehrer for 
street processions, military reviews 
or similar occasions on which 
speech is unnecessary, but also on 
which the danger of assassination 
is ever present. 

Not always is the same double 
stationed at Berchtesgaden. The 
three take it turns to stand by 
there, for there is rarely need for 
them in the Fuehrer’s retreat, and 
it is considered a very ¢ushy spell 
of duty. They are known by va- 
rious nicknames at the Berghof, 
usually “One,” “Two” and “Three.” 
Also “Little Willi,” “Old Bismarck” 
and “Putzi.” 

They live in the S. S. quarters 
and have no rank or authority. 
Nearly everyone treats them with 
a kind of amused contempt. Only 
one of them, Putzi, has ever been 
attacked in mistake for his master. 

He was shot in the shoulder at a 
review of Brownshirts in the Maxi- 
milian-strasse at Munich. The bul- 
let was fired from the direction 
of the National Theater from a 
gun fitted with silencer and no 
one but Himmler and Goering, who 
were in the car with Putzi as it 
crawled past the ranks of Storm 
Troopers, ever knew that:.an at- 
tempt had been. made on “the 
Puehrer.” Putzi was not: badly 
hurt and he went through the cere- 
mony without flinching. The gun- 
man was never caught. The story 
was never revealed to the world. 

Putzi was taken back to Hitler's 
flat in Munich and doctored. When 
he was better he was given a bonus 
of 5000 marks and a holiday. 

I liked Little Willi best of all 
the doubles. He had a real sense 
of humor and he used to fraternize 
with us servants, often playing 


‘he came from 


cards with us in our recreation 
room. He was also a marvelous 
table-tennis player and could beat 
everyone in the house at this game, 
which is very popular at Berchtes- 
gaden. I often tried to persuade 
him to tell me his real name, where 
and how he was 
picked up by the Gestapo. But the 
subject was verboten and the sur- 
veillance of the secret police so 
efficient and dreaded that I could 
never draw him out. I was rather 
sorry for Little Willi—in fact, for 
all the doubles, because they are 
cut off from the world. They will 
never see their friends or relatives 
again. They know it. Willi was 
also very much in love with Emma 
Klatz, one of the maids. She loved 


him, too. But, of course, they knew 
that they could never marry or 
piness they could in secret when- 
ever he was stationed at Berghof. 
he went away on a job. She feared 
he would be killed one day. 
OUR maids take it in turns of 
a week at a time to look after

He has a heavy silk dressing- 
gown in similar colors. 

A small writing-pad and a pen- 
cil always lie on the little table 
at the bedside. Usually, the used 
sheets were torn off by the Fuehrer 
or by Franz every morning, but 
one day when I was tidying up the 
room I saw a crumpled sheet lying 
beside the waste-paper basket as 
though it had been aimed at the 


basket’ but had fallen on the floor 
unnoticed. I quickly picked it up 
while Franz was not looking and 
put it in my pocket. I wag curious 
to see what Hitler scribbled during 
his sleepless nights. 

I did not look at it again until 
I was in my room. It seemed like 
a rough map of the district. Names 
of people were scribbled all over 
it. And there were a lot of mean- 
ingless scrawls such as one makes 
unconsciously while concentrating. 
I could make nothing of it, but I 
put it away in a drawer as a me- 
mento. 

Two days later it happened that 
I had to go before the Gestapo for 
my monthly report. This is made 
out for every servant by Otto 
Schlieben rather in the manner of 
a school report. Each servant gets 
marks for efficiency, neatness, dis- 
cretion, and* bad marks for mis- 
takes, breakages, complaints, etc. 
To have a bad mark as a result 
of even the most trifling complaint 
from Hitler entails loss of salary 
for a month and confinement to 
the house during that period. 

On this particular occasion I had 
quite a clear conscience and I was 
quite undisturbed when I stood be- 
fore the desk of the Gestapo of- 
ficer-in-charge, one Fritz Glass. 

He went through each item on 
the report in the usual way and 
said pleasantly: “An excellent re- 
port, Fraulein.” 

I smiled and thanked him. Then 
he said in the same pleasant tone: 
“Have you nothing on your con- 
science, my dear? Nothing that 
the good Schlieben has over- 
looked?” 

I was startled, but I could hon- 
estly think of nothing, and I said 
so quite firmly. Then, sharply: 

“Where is the piece of paper you 
took from the Fuehrer’s bedroom, 
Fraulein?” 7 

My heart leapt. I blushed madly. 
I stammered. I knew I had been 
caught, but I could not imagine 
how. Glass informed me. It was 
a trap to test me. The paper had 
been left there deliberately. I tried 
to explain lamely that I thought it 
was a piece of waste-paper and 
that I meant to burn it. But my 
story was a poor one and I knew 
it. I was sent to my room and

told to stay there until- further 
orders pending a decision on my 
punishment. I was terrified as I 
sat alone. But even in my fear I 
could not help admiring the ef- 
ficiency of the Gestapo. They over- 
look nothing and they never take 
a chance. 


In the evening I was sent for by 
Schlieben to hear my fate. I was 
very lucky. My sentence was loss 
of pay for three months and con- 
finement to the house for one. 
My light sentence was due to the 
fact that I had never previously 
been an offender and that my 
record was regarded as very good. 
Also, I think, I was pretty popular 
with Schlieben, the assistant house- 
keeper, Elsa, and, as a matter of 
fact, with most of the Gestapo 
men. Of course, I was given a 
warning that the _ concentration 
camp would “inevitably follow the 
next mistake of the same kind. 

x '* ® 

NEVER allowed my curiosity to 
| get me into trouble again. Life 

went uneventfully for a while. I 
was quite happy at the Berghof. 
True, we could never leave the 
grounds but the gardens are beau- 
tiful and we had plenty of exercise, 
Also we had our recreations and 
our friendships and we had the 
best food in Germany, which is 
more important than most foreign- 
ers will be able to understand. 


On rare occasions we were taken 
from motor-drives round the dis- 
trict, but we were never allowed 
to leave the cars. The only 
permanent cloud on the horizon 
was my ignorance of what had 
happened to my husband and to 
my Pape I tried repeatedly 
to find out from the Gestapo, but 
they were never able or they were 
not willing to help me. 

The Gestapo gquad at Berchtes- 
gaden was changed every three 
months, but I had always found 
them pleasant enough when I was 
on their side of the fence, and I 
had almost lost my terror of the 
most dreaded organization in Ger- 
many. 

One day Himmler made a new 
appointment. He sent one of his 
lieutenants, Gregor Hausmann, to 
become a semi-permanent repre- 
sentative at the Berghof. Haus- 
mann was Goering-like in girth 
and had a neck that burst in folds 
over his uniform collar. He was 
not, unluckily, as convivial as the 
Field Marshal) however, He began 
a minor reign of terror among the 


servants. One of his first acts 
was to search the room of every 
one of us with real Gestapo 
thoroughness. He punished the 
most venial offense with the sever- 
est penalties and before long he 
had everyone shaking in his shoes. 

He also took over the duty of 
examining Schlieben’s monthly re- 
ports. And what used to be little 
more than a formality became an 
occasion which every one of us 
dreaded days beforehand. 

He finally was replaced by a 
much younger and pleasanter man, 
Capt. Rinz, who was never any- 
thing but charming to all of us. 

I have not mentioned one un- 
usual fact about life at the Berg- 
hof. There are no wireless sets. 
That is, for the use of the staff. 
Hitler has two powerful sets, each 
capable of receiving any station in 
the world. There are also sets in 
the Gestapo offices—and a trans- 
mitter. ‘ 

But the use of radio sets by 
servants or staff for private pleas- 
ure is not allowed, 

I became quite well off after two 
years as Hitler's maid. For one 
thing the salary was very high for 
a domestic servant, and for an- 
other, it was quite impossible to 
spend it all. 

We made various little personal 
purchases which we had to put on 
a list once a month to be fetched 
from shops in town by Gestapo 
men when they drove in. . 

We had to contribute 10 per cent 
of our earnings to the Nazi party 
and we had to subscribe generous- 
ly to the Winter Relief Fund and 
to other “charities.” 

Still, I found that I had 3000 
marks saved up which wag more 
= than I had ever seen in my 

e. 

I had seen only two changes on 
the staff since I had been at the 
Berghof. Both were girls who had 
been’ dismissed and sent to a con- 
centration camp. They were re- 
placed. I wondered if anyone 
could leave in the normal way and 
get back to normal life if one 
schemed a little. I asked Schlieben 
about this. But he only asked in 
return: “Are you not satisfied to 
serve the Fuehrer, Fraulein?” 

I hurriedly affirmed my loyalty 
and stopped asking questions.

N line with the “Do It Yourself” 
campaign which I started in 


this column a few weeks ago, . 


I want to devote space this week 
to the problem of making draperies 
and curtains at home. With labor 


tain making is one of the sim- 
plest tasks for the novice home 
sewer to attack, I would like to 
give a few hints to guide her along 
the way. 


First and foremost, of course, 
you must learn to take correct 
measurements to determine how 
much material is required. Nat- 
urally, the type of curtain and 
how it is ta be hung, determines 
these measurements. Glass cur- 
tains may be hung in three ways: 
within the reveal, next to the win- 
dow; on the outside trim to the 
sill; or on the outside trim, to 
the floor. For those to be hung 
reveal, measure ver- 
tically from the top of frame of 


the window itself to the sill and 


horizontally to the edge of the 
window frame. For those to be 
hung from the outside frame, 
measure horizontally to outside 
edge of the window casing, and 
vertically either to the sill or to 
the bottom of the baseboard, de- 
pending on the length desired. Add 
seven inches in the length to al- 
low for a four-inch heading at the 
top and a three-inch hem at the 
bottom. Double this amount if 
you desire double hems. 
x * * 

@ YOU MEASURE in much the 
same way for draperies, except that 
they rarely hang within the window 
reveal,and should always be hung 
to the floor unless a radiator in- 
terferes or the room is of an ex- 
tremely informal type. -A two-inch 
hem is usually sufficient for a 
drapery and the same amount may 
be allowed for a top facing where 
lining is to be used, or six inches 
should be allowed on unlined dra- 
peries for the heading. Where a 
patterned fabric is used, the re- 
peat of the pattern must be meas- 
ured and all ce made, so that 
the pattern _aatch on the two 
curtains. It is always best to have 
the start of a psttern at the top 
of the drapery, even if it must be 
cut into at the bottom. 


* . * 
@ REMEMBER that al! curtains 


' and draperies must be at least dou- 


ble the width of the window open- 
ing if they are not to look skimpy. 
It is far better to select an inexpen- 
Sive material and have a full cur- 
tain than to choose a lavish one 
that you will have to skimp on. 
If you are going to use ruffles, 
their depth depends to a certain 
extent on the type of curtain and 
the room it is to be used in, but a 
six-inch ruffle is usually most ef- 
fective. These ruffles should have 
from one and one-half to two times 
as much length as the plain ma- 
terial on which they are to be 
sewed.

@ THE TYPE of heading you are 
going to use should next be deter- 
mined upon. The most usual types 
are shirred headings, or pinch or 
box pleats. A shirred heading is 
made to go directly on the rod, has 
no stiffening and is usually used 
for glass curtains. ‘Usually, a one- 
inch heading is allowed above the 
shirring ‘to give a nice finish. For 
pleats, buckram is usually sewed 
into the heading to give body. 
There are many patented pleating 
aids that greatly simplify this job. 
Most pleats are about four inches 
deep and about four inches apart, 
depending, of course, on the width 
of the material and the type of 
pleat used. Pinch pleats are usual- 
ly one inch in depth, thus making 
it necessary to allow two inches for 
each pleat, three pleats usually 
being used in one group. Box pleats 
wn ordinarily three to four inches 
wide. 


The bottom hem of a glass cur- 
tain may be machine sewed, that 
ofa drapery should be put in by 
hand in either a button hole or 
feather stitch to look professional. 
For lined draperies, the lining 
(sateen or pre-shrunk unbleached 
muslin) should be hemmed al] 
around by machine and should only 
extend to the top of the bottom 
hem of the drapery. The lining 
should be tacked to the drapery 
with a loose, overcasting stitch, 
coming almost to the top of the 
drapery and about.one inch in 
from the sides. The bottom part 
of the lining is either allowed to 
hang free or invisibly tacked at 
about 10-inch intervals. If the lin- 
ing is sewn tightly across the bot- 
tom, the curtain is almost bound 
to pucker, especially after be- 
ing cleaned. Covered dressmaker 
weights sewn to the corners will 
make the curtain hang better and 
tiny rings attached to the curtain 
and hooked over cup-hooks that 
have been screwed into the base- 
board will also add to its appear- 
ance.

If you 
have scallop shells, so much the 
better, otherwise use the small 
dishes that are copied after the 
shells. 

For minced scallops au gratin, 
put a pound of scallops in a small 
saucepan. Add a cup of white 
stock, bring to boiling point and 
remove from fire. Drain scallops; 
save liquor and mince scallops 
finely. Melt two tablespoons but- 
ter, add one tablespoon of finely 
minced onion and cook over low 
heat until onion is soft. ‘Do not let 
onion or butter brown. Then stir 
in one tablespoon of flour and 
gradually add enough of the re- 
served liquor to make a sauce that 
will hold together. . Bring to boil- 
ing point, add the minced — scallops 
and one tablespoon of finely 
minced parsley. Season to taste 
with salt and cayenne pepper. Fill 
well-buttered scallop shells with 
the scallop mixtures, building it in 
such a way that the top will be 
nicely rounded. Sprinkle top with 
grated cheese and bread crumbs. 
Dot with small bits of butter and 
bake in hot oven until nicely 
browned. Serve shells on a dish 
that is covered with a napkin.

THE DESSERT known as peach 
melba is made up of vanilla ice 
cream and one whole preserved 
peach (per person) and the whole 
is covered with thick raspberry 
sauce. Needless to say this is a 
delicious combination of flavors 
and is quite “high hat” in the 
realm of desserts. When fresh 
raspberries are not in season, the 
sauce can be made from canned 
raspberries. 

Use six preserved peaches, thick 
raspberry syrup, one quart vanilla 
ice cream. 

Peach melba is always served in 
attractive stemmed glasses. Have 
ready six of these glasses. Put one 
tablespoon of raspberry syrup in 
the bottom of each one, then half 
fill each’ glass with vanila ice 
cream. Place whole peach on top 
of ice cream and cover all with 
thick raspberry syrup. For rasp- 
berry syrup, use one can raspber- 
ries (No, 2 size) and sugar. 

Empty contents of can in large, 
fine-meshed strainer which . has 
been placed over a saucepan. Press 
fruit with large wooden spoon un- 
til all juice and some of the pulp 
is extracted. To every cup of juice 
add one-half cup of sugar. Cook 
over moderate flame until boiling 
point is reached. Remove from 
fire and when cool place in re 
frigerator to chill.

What Happens to Actors 
Before They Die, in France 


HE Art Theater’s foreign film, at matinee today and for the next 
four nights, is “The End of a Day,” French film released in 1939 
but not played in St. Louis until now. 

“The End of a Day” was directed by Julien Duvivier, who also col- 
laborated on the screen play, and is in Duvivier’s characteristic style. 
The French director made “The Great Waltz” for Hollywood several 
years ago and lately did “Lydia.” But he will be remembered best for 
his “Un Carnet de Bal” or “Life Dances On,” as it was called in this 


“Un Carnet de Bal” told the story of a gray-haired woman who 
set out to find what had become of each of the men whose names were 
on her dance program at a girlhood ball. Through the whole film 
there was the poignant stirring of long forsworn affections and the 
equally touching realization that the course of lifé cannot be reversed 
or even retraced, without great hazard. 

“Lydia,” in which a young woman of Boston, represented by Merle 
Oberon, got together with her former suitors for an evening of remin- 
iscence, had something of the same quality as “Un Carnet de Bal,” 
suffering only in the translation to American ways of life. 

“The End of a Day,” which has a more poetic title, “Fin du Jour,” 
in French, again rakes the coals of burning youth. It is set in a home 
for retired actors and its main characters are all elderly, 

One, played by Louis Jouvet, has been quite a devil in his day, 
although he now remembers the race horses on which he has wagered 
better than the women to whom he gave the winnings. His presence 
at the home is deeply resented by another actor, Marny, played by 
Victor Francen. Marny always has been a truly great performer but 
never has caught the public favor, although he might have if St. Clair 
(Jouvet) had not stolen his wife and ruined his pleasure in living. 

The third of the triangle is the perennial understudy who never 
was able to get his great chance. Michel Simon, who frequently is 
compared to the elder Lon Chaney and to Charles Laughton, but who 
in this film bears many resemblances to Dudley Digges, portrays this 
third character, Cabrissade. 

All three are as fascinating as disturbing,’ for each has his mo- 
ments of charm as well as his undeniable streak of villainy. Director 

‘Duvivier takes his time in developing each characterization, does not 
spotlight any one figure for long and it is not until the last scene of

REQUENTLY a symphony 
guest artist, Jascha Heifetz will

Through all of this he never 
sto flying: It is also safe to 
say he never stopped learning. At 
42, he and. two young lieutenants, 
J. H. Williamson and W. C. Mc- 
Donald, formed the “Three Men on 
a Flying Trapeze.” With pursuit 
planes tied together by a cord, 
they amazed at Amer- 
ican air meets with difficult twists 
and maneuvers. These were ex- 
periments that later showed up 
with deadly effect against the 
unsuspecting Japanese. 

Chennault’s retirement from the 
‘Army Air Corps came in 1935. But 
he didn’t stay long on his Louis- 
iana farm. Heeding the plea of his 
two lieutenant friends, who had 
gone to China, he joined them and 
for two years fought the Japanese 
with the Chinese Air Force. 

Last summer he was made a 
Brigadier-General in charge of 
Chinese Air Force combat units. 
After that he formed his volunteer 
group from American flyers who 
resigned their commissions in the 
Army, posi or Marine Corps. 

How well his teachings worked 
out: is written on the “failed to 
return” sheets of the J ese air 
force.
